Tho trainin-;-canp pictures wore obtained by rue from one Lawrence Howard, former 
mercenary, at his LI monte, Calif#, horn, when 1 interviewed tliin there, as 1 now recall 
in February 1968# These are copios made from the original^, vdiich . ore returned to him# 

All or most wero mounted, as some show# 

Thoro ar; several pictures identified as of Coruld Patrick Hemming ("Patrick's 
R aiders 11 )* Ho has changed and fattened xauch since then# X interviewed him 10/51/68, 
with Lawrence Howard, at Hemming' 3 LI l^onte apartment, 2668 Hoyt Avc# Howard tlien lived 
at 12229 "ineville. Howard seer:ied the most honest of three, the other, Loran Eugene 
Hall, last reported (unconfirmed) working for part of the mob at Palm Bprings# All are 
soldier-of-fortuno types, anti-Castro mercenaries, etc# My Hemming file contains some 
of Ms comment (letter of Peb 5 / 65 ) on Piorini and Piorini and Diaz Lana# /Oil these 
characters should know some tiling about all or most of the men arrested# 

I do not know how relevant my Cuban files are, but you Lire welcome to access to them 
if you tliink they may be# This includes zany corrections ith iuirgis, Walker arid Republican 
politics, nationally and in Louisiana and Florida 

These pictures are only copies# I'd rather have you liold on to them tlian mail 
them back# I can pick them up in the future when I am in IhC. or arrange a place near 
tho Post for you to leave them# 

You may w^it to make a futures note to talk to me about the files maintained under 
the Corrupt Practises Act. I tliihk tho law was changed as a result of some of tho tilings 
I dug out of these files long ago. If it has not reen, whoever paid for tills job will 
have to account for the expenditure or face jail# In tho latfc 30a tho iiepublicaii National 
Committee had overt fascists in its pay, from those files# I also got much of Father 
Coughlin's financing from them# And othor tilings that tlien interested me#
